The Testimony of a Christian Father 


that I might be guided by the 

Lord to the right wife, one who 
was consecrated and would heip me to 
be a better Christian. I wished evi- 
dence to convince me of her Christian 
sincerity. The Lord did guide me won- 
derfully, and gave me a wife who was 
and is at one with me on practically 
every issue that concerns the Christian 
life. 

Once I had been asked to consider 
giving my life to the Gospel ministry. 
I did not feel called to it, but a desire 
was born for a child who might some 
day especially serve God. The Bible 
teaching is plain that there should be 
children in the home (Gen, 1:28; 9:7; 
Psa. 127:3-5). My desire for a son to 
preach the Gospel was not answered in 
our firstborn, who is an earnest Chris- 
tian, now happy in another calling; but 
it was fulfilled in our second son. My 
wife named him, prophetically,. as it 
would almost seem. 

When this child was about three years 
old he preached his first sermon, against 


A S A young man I constantly prayed 


smoking. It was delivered with childish 
earnestness to a neighbor with whom we 
stopped to talk while taking a walk. 
The Lord and the people began to call 
him to preach early in life. He laid 
his all upon the altar and whether to 
few or many has preached Christ. The 
Lord has already blessed him with many 
souls for his hire. 

I believe it is a good practice for 
Christian parents to consecrate their 
children to the Lord before birth. If 
my memory is correct, all of our eight 
children were thus consecrated. An 
early beginning is a great help. 

Should parents tell their children the 
truth about how they enter life? My 
wife and I began to tell ours while quite 
young about the little dark room, and 
the cost in suffering for them to enter 
this big wide world. I believe this 
course awakens in the heart of the child 
the greatest tenderness toward the 
mother, and reverence and awe toward 
God, and builds up a spirit of confidence 
more precious than gold. The child be- 
gins to feel his parents are his best 
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friends. What a shame that many chil- 
dren are deliberately and repeatedly lied 
to, and hear about the sacred facts of 
life from vulgar tongues! 

Another question which comes up re- 
lates to Santa Claus. Thousands of par- 
ents follow like sheep those who have 
gone before, and as they do about birth, 
deliberately deceive their children about 
Santa Claus, and this during their most 
impressionable years. The results seem 
almost tragic. When the child eventu- 
ally finds out the truth, something is 
lost between him and his parents, and 
in his attitude toward spiritual things. 
As one little boy expressed it, “Is Jesus 
make-believe like Santa Claus?” In 
our children’s minds we tried to place 
Christ, God’s gift to the world, at the 
center of Christmas. We told them the 
truth about Santa Claus. An interesting 
thing happened. They themselves chose 
to believe in a make-believe Santa Claus. 
No harm therefore was done, and I be- 
lieve they had just about as much fun 
as other children. 

For many years I felt the importance 
of getting the Bible into our children’s 
lives. I began before the first child 
could speak. Much of the Bible appeals 
to them, especially stories that are rather 
dramatic, such as David and Goliath and 
the life of Joseph. Stories that have 
startling changes in them appeal also. 
I am thinking now of the parables and 
miracles, “Mother Goose Rhymes” and 
“Grimm’s Fairy Tales” have their place, 
but parts of the Bible make an even 
stronger appeal. A mother’s helper once 
was telling our children the usual bed- 
time stories. The oldest boy spoke up: 
“Oh, I know a better story than that. 
Tell me the story about Jesus died !” 

In telling the children Bible stories I 
tried to make the characters extremely 
real by dramatizing them. I imagined 
backgrounds but made it clear what was 
thrown in to make the picture complete. 
Beside the Bible stories I told them 
make-believe ones, some of which car- 
ried definite teachings. When I wanted 
to teach them not to start fires, or get 
into water when they didn’t know how 
to swim, or eat green apples or cherries, 
or disturb beehives, I made up a story 
called “Tom the Giant and Johnnie the 
Little Boy.” 

When the children became older and 
could read the Bible I offered ten dol- 
lars for reading it through. This offer 
had inspirational effect, and two, pos- 
sibly three thus got started. With more 
children and less money the situation 
changed, but I note an echo of the first 
plan. One of the older boys is paying 
pennies to the youngest for reading a 
chapter a day. . 

In Christian family life the observance 
of Sunday is important. In the first 
place we had a “closed” Sunday. We 
therefore had privacy to discuss family 
problems. We came closer to the chil- 
dren, and could sometimes better sense 
approaching crises. Parents and chil- 
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dren came to know each other as they 
were, 

We did not allow weekday lessons to 
be studied on Sunday. 

It was our rule for the family, even 
when the children were quite young, 
to go to church, morning and evening, 
on Sunday, and to attend the midweek 
service. All of them have now formed 
the habit. ° 

On Sunday afternoon we had our 
family altar. Then there were delightful 
family walks over the lovely hills. We 
favored using the car as little as pos- 
sible. There were exciting and thrill- 
ing missionary stories, beside Bible 
stories already referred to, and candy 
and cakes sometimes. Our children were 
encouraged not to buy things to eat on 
Sundays. 

We ‘tried to have family altar daily. 
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With a family of ten and an irregular 
routine we faced serious difficulties. My 
wife and I still hold on, even though she 
may be getting the children’s meals 
while I read the Bible. Some of the 
children join in irregularly. On Sunday, 
however, we insisted on a family altar 
get-together. I read a Bible chapter. 
The children then prayed, beginning 
with the oldest, then my wife, and 
finally myself. We ended by all join- 
ing in a beautiful chant of the Lord’s 
Prayer learned in England. This little 
service has meant much through the 
years. Special family needs were 
prayed for, including the children’s in- 
terests. Sometimes we got rare glimpses 
of the real hearts of our children. To- 
day they all believe on the Lord Jesus 
and love to go to church,

Should the Whole School 
Assemble for Opening Exercises?

each department of the Sunday school 
to conduct its own opening and closing 
exercises, and to come together as a 
whole school only on special days for 
special programs. Clarence H. Benson, 
Director of the Christian TEducation 
Course ‘in the Moody Bible Institute, 
says in his excellent book, “The Sunday 
School in Action” (Bible Institute Col- 
portage Association, Chicago, $1.75), 
“General exercises for the entire school 
are uninteresting, if not impossible, and, 
with the departmental organization, no 
longer necessary.” 

The chief objection,—if it is an ob- 
jection,—to separate departmental ex- 
ercises is that they require careful prep- 
aration and execution, and make it 
necessary for the superintendents and 
their fellow workers to organize their 
forces for the task so that a simple, yet 
varied, interesting, and worshipful serv- 
ice will be the result. 

Some Sunday schools have tried with 
great success the plan of having a very 
brief opening exercise and no closing 
exercise at all. After the lesson comes 
a ten-mizute period during which all 
departments march into the church audi- 
torium, and then they participate in the 
morning worship service together. Under 
such a plan the superintendents occupy 
the platform with the pastor at the 
beginning of the morning worship serv- 
ice, and it is here that the Sunday school 
report is read and any announcements 
or spéciai recognition from the super- 
intendents are given. Without interrup- 
tion the pastor then takes up the serv- 
ice, adapting his sermon as far as 
possible to young and old alike. The 
great advantage in this plan is that it 
trains boys and girls from the very start 
in church attendance.

The History of the Future = "800

tory is found in the Book of Dan- 

iel; The prophet gives a picture 
of the present age known in Biblical 
parlance as the Times of the Gentiles. 

This long stretch of world history 
began some twenty-five centuries ago 
with the reign of the Babylonian king 
Nebuchadnezzar, conqueror of the king- 
dom of David. It will last until the 
restoration of the Kingdom at the sec- 
ond advent of His divine-human heir. 

Then will begin the next chapter of 
earth’s story, the new age, the Times 
of Christ. 

Captive at the court of Babylon, Dan- 
iel was called one day into the presence 
of the king to answer the royal ques- 
tion, “Art thou able to make known 
unto me the dream which I have seen, 
and the interpretation thereof?” The 
young prophet, having besought God to 
reveal to him the secret, replied, “There 
is a God in heaven that revealeth 
secrets, and maketh known to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar what shall be in the 
latter days. ... Thou, O king, sawest, 
and behold a great image” (Dan. 2:28, 
31). 


The Meaning of the Great Image 


The prophetic significance of this im- 
age, a statue in human form, was then 
declared by Daniel. Its head of gold 
symbolized Nebuchadnezzar’s own em- 
pire: “Thou art this head of gold.” 
Silver, brass, and iron with mingled 
clay, in descending value composed the 
rest of the great statue, and represented 
three other successive empires. These 
we find accounted for by later predic- 
tions and fulfillment as the empires of 
Medo-Persia, Greece, and Rome. 

Critics have tried to exclude the Ro- 
man Empire from the list, because to 
include it would demolish their theory 
that Daniel was no prophet, and wrote 
of events only after they had happened. 
This theory they have tried to maintain 
by arbitrarily post-dating the prophet 
into the time of Antiochus Epiphanes, 
and by denying that any event which 
Daniel mentions is later than Antiochus’ 
reign. 

Dr. Pusey, in the second of his lec- 
tures on the prophet Daniel, refuted 
the whole argument of these critics un- 
der the heading: “The Prophecies of 
the Four Empires, Babylonian, Medo- 
Persian, Greek and Roman, and the Es- 
tablishment of the Kingdom of Christ 
during the Fourth Empire.” He af- 
firmed that: “Two great subjects of 
prophecy in Daniel plainly and on their

surface extend into a future beyond the 
sight of men who lived even in the 
times of Antiochus Epiphanes, (1) the 
prophecy of a fourth empire, (2) that 
of the seventy weeks and the death of 
the Redeemer.

More than twenty-five years ago 
Dame Christabel Pankhurst and her 
mother, Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, 
were leaders: in the movement to 
secure women’s suffrage.

The Bible proved to be 
full of good news of the future.”

critics ventured to place it, there would 
still remain clear and unmistakable 
prophecies.” He elected to defend the 
Bogk of Daniel because “unbelieving 
critics consider their attacks upon it 
to be one of their greatest triumphs.” 
The “exposure of the weakness of criti- 
cism where it thought itself the most 
triumphant” would, he believed, “shake 
the confidence of the young in their 
would-be misleaders.” Disbelief of 
Daniel had become, he continued, “an 
axiom in the unbelieving critical school.” 
He argued, too, that “the Canon was 
closed before the date where the .un- 
believers place their pseudo-Daniel, the 
renovated form of the Daniel of the 
nineteenth century !” 


Defenders of Daniel’s Prophecy 


In the Book of Daniel, Dr. Pusey 
pointed out, “one prophecy only deals 
with the Old Testament anti-Christ 
Antiochus Epiphanes: and the other 
prophecies exhibit in a distant vista . 
the second coming of Christ ... His 
kingdom on earth, not like the kingdoms 
of men, but indissoluble.” 

Another more recent champion of the 
prophet Daniel is that leading authority 
on Babylonian literature, Dr. R. P. 
Dougherty, professor of the subject and 
Curator of the Babylonian collection at 
Yale University. In his book, “Naboni- 
dus and Belshazzar,” he writes as fol- 
lows: “The view that the fifth chapter 
of Daniel originated in the Macabbzan 
age is discredited. Biblical critics have 
pushed back its date to the third century 


. B. C. However, a narrative character- 


ized by such an accurate historical per- 
spective as Daniel’s Chapter V, ought to 
be entitled to a place much nearer in 
time to the reliable documents which 
belong to the general epoch with which 
it deals.” The professor affirms, out of 
his profound knowledge of the matter, 
that the fifth chapter of Daniel ranks 
next to cuneiform literature in accuracy, 
so far as outstanding events of the time 
of which Daniel professes to have writ- 
ten are concerned. “The Scriptural ac- 
count may be interpreted,” he says, “as 
excelling because it employs the name 
Belshazzar, because it attributes royal 
power to Belshazzar, and because it rec- 
ognized that a dual rulership existed in 
the kingdom. Babylonian cuneiform 
documents of the sixth century B. C. 
furnish clear-cut evidence of the cor- 
rectness of these three basic historical 
nuclei contained in the Biblical narra- 
tive dealing with the Fall of Babylon.” 
In short, the fifth chapter of Daniel is 
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in “remarkable harmony” with the state 
of affairs existing at the date which he 
attributes to himself and comports with 
the events recorded in cuneiform in- 
scriptions. 

We can assume, therefore, the correct- 
ness of the traditional dating of the 
Book of Daniel, and continue the inves- 
tigation of its contents.! 

The dreaming king had beheld a cata- 
clysmic event —the statue suddenly de- 
stroyed by the fall of a stone. This 
stone, “cut without hands,” smote the 
feet of iron and clay, and the statue 
collapsed and was pulverized and blown 
to the wind. The stone then became 
a great mountain and filled the whole 
earth. 

The stone means, said the prophet, 
the Kingdom which the God of Heaven 
will set up, the Kingdom of God on 
earth which is to replace the human 
kingdoms whose insufficiency for a last- 
ing, wise, and peaceful government of 
the world has been proved in times 
ancient and modern. 

Dreaming in his turn, Daniel saw his 
own visions of the future which, re- 
peating and confirming the prophetic 
witness of the famous image, prefigured 
the same four human empires, super- 
ceded by the same reign of God (Dan. 
2). 


The Meaning of Daniel’s Dreams 


Instead of the mineral segments of 
Nebuchadnezzar’s image, Daniel sees a 
sequence of animals, but the different 
symbols seen by king and prophet re- 
spectively foreshow the same empires 
and the same events, and the same di- 
vine King and his Kingdom. 

In the first of two dreams, Daniel sees 
four beasts, the first lion-like, the sec- 
ond bear-like, the third leopard-like, 
the fourth, still more formidable, pos- 
sessed of ten horns and a later-spring- 
ing eleventh horn, with “the eyes of a 
man, and a mouth speaking’ great 
things.” 

Daniel is made to understand that 
“these great beasts . . . are four kings, 
which shall arise out of the earth.” 
Again, as in the king’s vision of earlier 
days, the end of the fourth kingdom 
means the end of the mere human gov- 
ernance of the earth, and the divinely 
introduced Kingdom of God supervenes. 

The prophet acvordingly beheld that 
“one like the Son of man came with 
the clouds of heaven, and came to the 
Ancient of days. . . . And there was 
given him dominion, and glory, and a 
kingdom, that all people, nations, and 
languages, should serve him.” 

Let us now turn to Daniel’s second 
vision of nations. In this, only two of 
the now-familiar four kingdoms, Medo- 
Persia and Greece, are symbolized, for 
Babylon is omitted at the beginning of 


the list and Rome is omitted at the end. ~-

westward, northward, and southward and 
becomes mighty. Then from the west 
comes a one-horned goat who swiftly 
skimming the earth rushes upon the 
ram, breaks his horns, tramples, and 
conquers him. At the height of his 
power this conqueror’s horn, too, is 
broken, and in its stead spring up four 
horns. From these, in turn, springs a 
little horn, which waxes great, chal- 
lenges the Prince of Heaven, destroys 
his temple and suppresses the daily sac- 
rifice. The whole vision is then inter- 
preted. “The ram which thou sawest 
having two horns are the kings of Media 
and Persia. And the rough goat is the 
king of Grecia: and the great horn that 
is between his eyes is the first king” 
(Dan. 8:20, 21). Alexander the Great 
is of course intended here. “Now that 
being broken, whereas four stood up for 
it, four kingdoms shall stand up out 
of the nation, but not in his power.” 


How Can We Identify the Empires? 


We now Have plainly given to us the 
names of the first three empirés. Baby- 
lon is named in Daniel’s first chapter, 
the names of Medo-Persia and of Greece 
are given in his eighth chapter. And 
let critics take note that Media and 
Persia have only one symbol between 
them —the ram with two horns —and 
not, as some pretend, two different and 
distinct symbols. It is indeed time to 
return to the view of the Fathers of 
the Church who made the Medo-Persian 
Empire, one, and held that the fourth 
empire was that of the Romans! 

The royal dreamer saw the statue’s 
legs of iron, its feet and toes of clay, 
which being interpreted meant, “the 
fourth kingdom shall be strong as iron: 
forasmuch as iron breaketh in pieces 
and subdueth all things” (Dan. 2:40). 
Here was foreseen the world predom- 
inance of Rome. The prophecy of course 
requires the survival or revival of the 
Roman Empire at the future day of 
the descent of the Stone, the return of 
Christ. After the decline and fall of 
the Roman Empire, it might well have 
seemed that the prophecy of the Stone’s 
descent had failed. True, the first com- 
ing of Christ did happen in the early 
days of the Roman Empire, but his first 
advent did not completely fit the proph- 
ecy. But now, at this present time, we 
hear of proposals for the revival of the 
Roman Empire, and these have prophetic 
significance. 

If and when the Roman Empire is 
revived, the world stage -will be set for 
the last scene for the drama of this age, 
and the time will have come for the 
descent of the Stone, the powerful ad- 
vent of Christ. 

In the king’s dream and the prophet’s 
first vision ten kingdoms were seen, ex- 
isting in the Roman earth in the latter 
days. In the great statue, these king- 


doms appeared as ten toes of iron and 
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clay, two uncongenial substances sym- 
bolizing, as some think, though the event 
has yet to show, dictatorship and democ- 
racy, or perhaps authority and revolu- 
tion, or capitalism and communism. Be 
that as it may yet prove to be, the im- 
portant thing is that “in the days of 
these kings shall the God of heaven set 
up a kingdom, which shall never be 
destrcyed” (Dan. 2:44), as all preceding 
kingdoms have been destroyed. The 
ten kingdoms were seen by Daniel as 
the ten horns on the head of the fourth 
beast, the final empire of this age, which 
is to precede the world-wide Kingdom 
of the Most High, whom “all dominions 
shall serve and obey” (Dan. 7:27). 


The Prophecy of Antichrist 


The eleventh horn of Daniel’s vision 
is to be an extraordinary personage who 
will rise to great power and will even 
“speak great words against the most 
High” (7:25). His dominion will at last 
be taken from him by divine decree, 
and the promised Son of Man will reign. 
This rebel potentate of the latter days 
is more than once foreshadowed in Dan- 
iel’s book, and, of course, elsewhere in 
prophecy. At shorter range, Daniel also 
foretold Antiochus Epiphanes as “a 
king of fierce countenance, and under- 
standing dark sentences” (Dan. 8:23), 
yet as we read further that “he shali 
also stand up against the Prince of 
princes; but he shall be broken without 
hand” we can discern behind Antiochus, 
looking as it were over his shoulder, 
the face of Antichrist. He, defying “the 
Prince of princes,” will be “broken with- 
out hand.” Has it not been the bounden 
duty of the Church through twenty cen- 
turies to announce the real coming’ of 
Christ, the divine Prince of princes, ‘so 
that the human potentates might be 
forewarned and so forearmed against 
temptation to play the Antichrist? It 
often seems that God is more merciful 
than his witnesss! “Have I any pleas- 
ure at all that the wicked should die? 
saith the Lord God: and not that he 
should return from his ways, and live?” 
(Ezek. 18:23.) 

The next great revelation came to 
Daniel in response to his prayer for un- 
derstar.ding of his brother prophet Jere- 
miah’s prediction of the seventy years’ 
desolation of Jerusalem, 

Daniel. now learns the real meaning 
of this prophecy, whose fulfillment will 
take seventy weeks of years — four hun- 
dred and ninety years. 

In this half millennium the perfect 
work of God will be accomplished — 
transgression will be finished, an end 
made of sins, and reconciliation for in- 
iquity. All gracious and glorious proph- 
ecies und visions will be fulfilled, the 
Anointed One, the Messiah, will come, 
and be cut off, and yet will be Prince, 
so that, at. long-last, after the destruc- 
tion of the city and the sanctuary, and 
after wars and desolations and the

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Bible Classes on Coast Guard Ships 


Some experiences of a Christian officer in an 
important branch of Government service

{4 HEY that go down to the sea in 

ships . . . these see the works of 
the Lord, and his wonders in the deep” 
(Psa. 107:23, 24). Yes, they see the 
works and the wonders of the Lord, but 
do they recognize them? Surely many 
of them do not. 

The United States Coast Guard alone, 
the oldest of all of the armed services 
of our eountry, is without spiritual 
leaders and helpers. Unlike the other 
branches, which are served by chap- 
lains, this small but very useful and 
efficient arm of our nation’s floating 
strength is not considered to be suffi- 
ciently in need of Christian leadership 
and guidance to warrant the services of 
a minister or chaplain. 

The crews of the hundreds of cutters, 
patrol boats, light ships, life-saving sta- 
tions, and air stations, none of which 
normally embraces a complement of 
more than 120 men, are all dedicated 
to the “service of their country and 
humanity.” But are the lives of these 
thousands of men dedicated to God, the 
rightful and only worthy object of their 
highest devotion? The answer is sadly 
negative in many, Many Cases. 

The writer has served on several of 
the splendid vessels of the Coast Guard 
and has had the privilege of conducting 
Bible classes on some of them, the aim 
of each being to know Christ better and 
to make him known. 

It has been heart-warming to see the 
eagerness with which men have sought 
salvation and truth. Who could fail to 
thrill at the sight of Negro, Filipino, 
Mexican, and white young men singing 
Gospel hymns, praying, and listening 
to the Word side by ‘side? This has 
been a common sight in the classes. 
Surely there is no respect of color or 
station in God’s plan. 

Strangely enough many of the mem- 
bers who have been most faithful and 
most hungry for the Gospel of the Lord 
Jesus have been of Roman Catholic faith. 
Often after their seemingly hopeless 
state has been pointed out, and then 
the wonderful living hope through Jesus 
Christ has been shown, they have ex- 
claimed, “We didn’t know that the Bible 
said those things!” Perhaps they have 
not been encouraged to seek out for 
themselves the precious truths and 
promises to be found in the Word of 
God. 

It has been said that there is no one 
quicker to detect insincerity and incon- 
sistency than an American bluejacket. 
Truly he is as quick as a flash to “stand 
clear” at the first evidence of a dis- 


cordant note in the life of a professing 
Christian, and probably he is too quick 
in sharing with many other persons the 
satisfaction of discovering hypocrisy in 
church members. 

However, he is anxious to learn the 
truth and is glad to be taught, but he 
is hard to convince if he sees that the 
teacher’s life and testimony do not ring 
true. } 

I remember, as a cadet, an instructor 
who was explaining and demonstrating 
the proper and most effective positions 
and methods to be used in firing the 
rifle. He finished by saying, “Do as I 
say, not as I do.” The question which 
flashed to my mind was, “Why, if these 
methods are best, don’t you practice 
them yourself?” 

As Christian examples it is our duty 
to show through our lives that the 
Christian’s life is the most practical, the 
most effective, and the most satisfying 
life of all, and not merely an optimistic 
cloak to wear on Sunday.

The classes on the ships have some- 
times been held in the ship’s hospital, 
the crew’s reading room, or the ship’s 
office, depending upon the design of the 
vessel, put the presence of God is al- 
ways felt. It is frequently necessary to 
change the hour of the meetings because 
of the men who are required to be on 
watch in the engine room, the fire room, 
on deck, on the bridge, or aloft in 
the crow’s nest. We try to choose 
the time when a maximum number of 
the members are free from other duties, 
but it is the usual thing to have an 
attendance of from 15 to 30 men out 
of a crew of 100. Also there are often 
unavoidable postponements because of 
necessary work during distress and as- 
sistance cases, but these experiences 
with tragedy and death cause the need 
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and gratitude for a Saviour to be felt 
more keenly than ever. 

The meetings are not noticeably differ- 
ent from meetings on shore, for we 
have the singing of hymns, reading of 
Scripture, prayer, and teaching of the 
Bible lesson; but most of it is done 
while sitting down because of the 
crowded conditions and the usual roll- 
ing and pitching of the ship. 

The singing is occasionally aided by 
the harmonica or violin, but the spirit 
and harmony with which everyone 
gladly lends his voice makes one feel 
that truly there are sincere praise and 
worship in each heart. Often the men 
choose the hymns, nearly always se- 
lecting ones that tell the Gospel 
story, which is assuredly one of Good 
News. 

During the season of prayer at each 
meeting several of the members pray, 
—for peace, for the ability to serve 
God and country more acceptably, for 
forgiveness of sins,—and they thank 
God for the gift of Jesus his Son, and 
for freedom of worship. 

The lessons systematically deal with 
sin, our lost estate therein, and the 
only hope of our salvation through 
Jesus Christ, followed by considerations 
of our duties as his followers. More 
than this, however, we deal with the 
temptations, problems, and evils that be- 
set the life of a seaman from the mo- 
ment that he puts on the uniform of our 
country’s armed forces. We discover 
what God tells us, through his Word, 
about each of these questions, and we 
learn to face them prayerfully, openly, 
and trustingly, knowing that it is only 
through Christ that we can gain the vic- 
tory over each of them. Nearly all 
have obtained Bibles or New Testa- 
ments, and most of them endeavor to 
read the Bible and pray daily. 

Richard Henry Dana has emphatically 
pointed out in “Two Years before the 
Mast,” his classic account of a voyage 
in the Pacific, what a splendid and up- 
lifting effect a real Christian captain 
can exert over his men. However, con- 
secrated captains are still probably as 
scarce as ever. 

We hope for the prayers of Christians 
as we try to continue to honor God by 
bringing the message to these men who 
will probably not hear it elsewhere.

Il. “THe Sure Mercies or Davin” 


T HAS been shown in the discussion 
I of Peter’s Pentecost sermon (in the 

preceding article) that the context 
of Peter’s quotation from Joel involved 
the establishment of the Messianic King- 
dom upon the throne of David. Al- 
though Peter did not quote this material 
directly from Joel, he proceeded imme- 
diately in his discourse upon the day of 
Pentecost to make reference to the com- 
ing Kingdom. Peter quotes from Psalm 
16 strange words which refer to the 
resurrection of a dead body before that 
body saw corruption. Peter then points 
out that these words do not apply to 
David himself. David’s sepulcher was 
well known to all the crowd to whom 
Peter was speaking. At the same time 
this crowd of people knew that the grave 
of Jesus was empty. Doubtless hun- 
dreds of them had visited the place and 
had seen the graveclothes wrapped to- 
gether just as they were when the body 
miraculously came forth. Here then is 
a literal fulfillment of that of which 
David was speaking. The dead body 
of Jesus did not see corruption. But 
how did it happen that David described 
this event? Peter replies that David 
knew that the Messiah would suffer and 
die. David also knew that the Messiah 
would sit upon his (David's) throne for- 
ever. David, “being therefore a prophet, 
and knowing that God had sworn with 
an oath to him, that of the fruit of his 
loins he would set one upon his throne; 
he foreseeing this spake of the resur- 
rection of the Christ, that neither was 
he left unto Hades, nor did his flesh see 
corruption.” 


Has Christ Received David’s Throne? 
At this point the amillennialist intro- 
duces his argument. “Peter argued that 
the prophecy that the Messiah would 
occupy the throne of David is fulfilled 
in the resurrection of Christ from the 
dead.” The amillennialist proceeds to 
turn to the thirteenth chapter of Acts 
for confirmation of his opinion. “And 
we bring you good tidings of the prom- 
ise made unto the fathers, that God hath 
fulfilled the same unto our children, in 
that he raised up Jesus; as also it is 
written in the second psalm, Thou art 
my Son, this day have I begotten thee. 
And as concerning that he raised him up 
from the dead, now no more to return ‘to 
corruption, he hath spoken on this wise, 
I will give you the holy and sure bless- 
ings of David. Because he saith also 
in another psalm, Thou wilt not give thy 


Last week in the Times Dr. Buswell 
discussed certain aspects of the 
prophecy of Joel which Peter quoted 
in his sermon at Pentecost. In this 
final article of his series he con- 
cludes the thoughtful and scholarly 
discussion of the arguments of the 
amillennialists, and points to further 


passages of Scripture which plainly — 


show that we may look forward 

with hope to that blessed day when 

the Lord Jesus Christ himself shall 

return and, by his almighty power, 

establish his kingdom of righteous- 
ness and’ peace. 








Holy One to see corruption. For David, 
after he had in his own generation 
served the counsel of God, fell asleep, 
and was laid unto his fathers, and saw 
corruption: but he whom God raised 
up saw no corruption” (Acts 13:32-37). 

The amillennialist triumphantly con- 
cludes from these references that all 
the prophecies relating to the Messianic 
Kingdom are fulfilled in the resurrection 
of Christ, and in the spiritual blessings 
that flow from that event. 


The Expositions of Peter and Paul 

The answer to this amillennial argu- 
ment is not at all difficult to find. 

1. Neither Peter on the day of Pente- 
cost (Acts 2) nor Paul in his address 
at Antioch of Pisidia (Acts 13) states 
that the promise of the throne is itself 
fulfilled and accomplished in the fact 
of the resurrection. The argument of 
both Peter and Paul is very clearly that 
the promise of the throne of David, a 
promise yet future, is safeguarded and 
guaranteed by the resurrection. If the 
body of Jesus had remained dead, then 
the Messiah, having offered his sacrifice 
for sin, could not cccupy the throne of 
David. But since the body of Jesus 
arose from the dead, the future fulfill- 
ment of that promise is made sure. 

2. Both Peter and Paul proceed to 
draw the conclusion, not that we are 
in the Davidic Kingdom, but rather that 
we are in the age of grace which was 
to precede the Kingdom age. Our Lord 
Jesus Christ is indeed declared to be the 
King, declared to be the Messiah, declared 
to be the Son of God with power (see 
Rom. 1:3, 4) by the resurrection from 
the dead. But Peter shows that our 
Lord Jesus Christ is now in the situa- 
tion described in Psalm 110. He is sit- 
ting at the right hand of God in the 
heavens, waiting for the time when he 
will take the rod of iron and reign over 


the nations of the earth from David's 
throne. Peter then proceeds to give an 
evangelistic message, calling upon his 
hearers to repent and believe. It was 
because Peter made it so very plain that 
the future promise of the Kingdom of 
the Messiah was going to come to pass, 
that such powerful conviction came upon 
Peter’s hearers. 

Paul also in using the same argument 
(Acts 13:32-39) preaches, not the preés- 
ent reality of the Davidic Kingdom, but 
the Gospel of grace: 

“But he whom God raised up saw no 
corruption. Be it known unto you 
therefore, brethren, that through this 
man is proclaimed unto you rémissibh 
of sins: and by him every ohe that bé- 
lieveth is justified from all things, from 
which ye could not be justified by the 
law of Moses. .. . For so hath the Lord 
commanded us, saying, I have set thee 
for a light of the Gentiles, that thou 
shouldest be for salvation unto the 
uttermost part of the earth” (Acts 13: 
37-39, 47). 


Mercy First, Then Judgment 


Indeed the Second Psalm, from which 
Paul quotes, announces the Kingship 
of the Messiah and predicts the coming 
judgment upon the nations in the words, 
“Thou shalt break them with a. rod of 
iron; thou shalt dash them in pieces like 
a potter’s vessel” (v. 9). But this Psalm 
concludes with a gracious invitation 
adapted for a period preceding the com- 
ing of the King in judgment: “Now 
therefore be wise, O ye kings: be in- 
structed, ye judges of the earth. Serve 
Jehovah with fear, and rejoice with 
trembling. Kiss the son, lest he be 
angry, and ye perish in the way, for his 
wrath will soon be kindled. Blessed are 
all they that take refuge in him” (Psa. 
2: 10-12). 

Paul was ‘only true to the Old Testa- 
ment sources from which he was quoting 
in showing that the resurrection guar- 
anteed the future Kingdom, and in then 
calling men to repentance and faith 
pending the coming of. that Kingdom. 

III. “THe TABERNACLE OF Davin” 

Probably no Scripture passage has 
been used more extensively in support 
of the amillennial position than the 
following: 

“And after they had held their peace, 
James answered, saying, Brethren, 
hearken unto me: Symeon hath re- 
hearsed how first God visited the Gen- 
tiles, to take out of them a people for 
his name. And to this agree the words 
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of the prophets; as it is written, After 
these things I will return, and I will 
build again the tabernacle of David, 
which is fallen; and I will build again 
the ruins thereof, and I will set it up: 
that the residue of men may seek after 
the Lord, and all the Gentiles, upon 
whom my name is called, saith the Lord, 
who maketh these things known from 
of old. Wherefore my judgment is...” 
(Acts 15:13-19): 

On the basis of this Scripture the 
amillennialist argues that in the finished 
work of Christ, the tabernacle of Da- 
vid has been rebuilt. Thus the first 
coming of Christ is the complete ful- 
fillment of the prophecies relating to 
the Messianic Kingdom. The references 
to the “residue of men” and “the Gen- 
tiles” are said to be references to those 
who turn to Christ after the rebuilding 
of the tabernacle of David, that is, after 
his resurrection. 

The amillennialist then proceeds to 
argue that if the tabernacle of David 
-has been built again in the resurrection 
of Christ, we must not expect any fur- 
ther fulfillment of the kingdom of Da- 
vid, in any age to come. 

Now from a very superficial point of 
view the premillennialist easily answers 
that this passage does not in any way 
destroy other Scriptural references to 
the future Kingdom of Christ. Paul 
argues (Rom. 11) that Gentile Christians 
are grafted in among the natural olive 
branches of Israel, and that those who 
believe in Christ are the spiritual chil- 
dren of Abraham (Gal. 3). Therefore 
the premillennialist need not object to 
the thought that the “remnant according 
to the election of grace” that Paul ‘said 
existed “at this present time” (Rom. 
11:5), in inheriting the spiritual bless- 
ings of Christ, is fulfilling the prophecy 
here quoted by James. Indeed this same 
“spiritual” interpretation is held by 
many premillenarians with reference to 
the “sure mercies of David” referred to 
by Peter and Paul in Acts 2 and 13. 
We have shown in previous articles that 
precisely in those Scriptures that refer 
to the spiritual blessings which we now 
inherit through the main trunk of the 
natural olive tree, there are also the 
clearest possible references to the future 
restoration of national Israel. If the 
“sure mercies of David” and the “taber- 
nacle of David” should signify spiritual 
blessings, this would not contradict 
other Scriptures that predict the future 
literal Kingdom. 

However, on more careful analysis it 
appears more probable that the “taber- 
nacle of David” is not to be taken as 
a reference to spiritual blessings of the 
present age. The “Gentiles” in the con- 
text are called by the name of the Lord 
before, not after, the restoration of the 
tabernacle of David. My friend and col- 
league, Prof. Allan A. MacRae, Ph.D., 
President of the Faculty of Faith The- 
ological Seminary, is preparing an en- 
cyclopeedia article on the interpretation 
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of the fifteenth chapter of Acts. I am 
largely indebted to him for the sub- 
stance of the following argument. 

1. In the context in this passage, the 
subject under discussion is the admit- 
tance of the Gentiles into the Church 
with, or without, the ordinance of cir- 
cumcision. Now for a Gentile to be- 
come circumcised was for him to cease 
to be a Gentile and to become legally 
a Jew. Membership in the nation of 
Israel was understood to be involved 
when a Gentile accepted the covenant 
of Jehovah and submitted to this rite. 

After the Old Testament quotation 
that James takes largely from Amos, 
but partly also from Jeremiah and from 
Isaiah, the conclusion reached was that 
the Gentiles should-be admitted as Gen- 
tiles without becoming Jews, that is, 
without submitting to the rite of cir- 
cumcision. 

2. What was the argument that led to 
this conclusion? James was doubtless 
familiar with Paul’s argument which we 
find in the eleventh chapter of the Epis- 
tle to the Romans. Paul teaches that 
there is to be a period of time in which 
the Gentiles are to be brought to the 
Lord and to be called by his name. By 
the conversion of Gentiles, Israelites 
themselves are to be provoked “to jeal- 
ousy.” After the “fulness of the Gen- 
tiles’ (Rom. 11:25), Israel itself as a 
whole will be restored to the Lord. This 
is precisely the argument that James 
quotes from Amos. When the Lord re- 
turns, there will be a redeemed multi- 
tude of Gentiles upon whom his name 
will have been called. 

Amos had said that the Lord would 
regather his people Israel when he 
raised up the fallen tabernacle of Da- 
vid, in order that the Davidic Kingdom 
might include the multitude of Gentile 
nations which will have been called by 
his name when he returns. As James 
quotes from Amos, he distinguishes the 
“residue of men” from “all the Gentiles.” 
By the “residue of men” he doubtless 
means the regathered Israel. This is 
indicated from the context in the quo- 
tation from Amos and from the setting 
in which James speaks. 

James’ argument concludes, in sub- 
stance, “If, when the Messiah returns to 
rebuild the tabernacle of David and to 
regather his people, there will have been 
a multitude of Gentiles called by his 
name, it follows that during this present 
age Gentiles should be admitted as Gen- 
tiles, without being compelled to be cir- 
cumcised.” 

It is evident, therefore, that James’ 
remark, as quoted in the fifteenth chap- 
ter of Acts, the argument by which he 
proves that the Gentiles should be ad- 
mitted without the rite of circumcision, 
is not in any sense to be construed as 
contrary to the future literal fulfillment 
of the prophecies of the coming King- 
dom of the Messiah.- On the contrary, 
James’ argument is entirely unintel- 
ligible except as we understand that it 
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is based upon the assumption that these 
Messianic prophecies will be literally 
fulfilled. 

It is clear then that the Book of Acts, 
as well as all other Scripture, supports 
the premillennial doctrine. 

In faithfulness to the Word of God, 
we must conclude this series of articles 
with a solemn warning of the danger of 
attempting to explain away any part of 
God’s Word. My friend, Mr. Walter W. 
Strong, of California, in an excellent 
paper in defense of the premillennial 
view, calls upon the amillefinialist to 
ponder his position with reference to 
the following Scripture: 

“T testify unto every man that heareth 
the words of the prophecy of this book, 
If any man shall add unto them, God 
shall add unto him the plagues which 
are written in this book: and if any 
man shall take away from the words 
of the book of this prophecy, God shall 
take away his part from the tree of life, 
and out of the holy city, which are writ- 
ten in this book” (Rey. 22:18, 19).

Teaching by Objects

V. God's Standard is High 
Object: A target and some darts. 


Theme: God expects us to be perfect. 
Because we can never reach this mark, 
Christ came to do it for us. 


HIS object lesson affords a wonder- 

ful opportunity to teach a simple 
lesson on, “Man* is a Sinner and Needs 
a Saviour.” A target, which may be any 
piece of board large enough for a target 
and painted as such, will serve as a 
background for the lesson. A dart or 
two to throw at the target will add in- 
terest. 

Set the target up in front where all 
can see it, and throw one or two darts 
at the bull’s eye. By throwing from 
quite a distance it can easily be shown 
that the bull’s-eye can’t be hit every 
time. A miss falls short of perfection. 
Draw the conclusion for the children 
that a miss once out of ten, a hundred, 
or even more tries is not perfection. 

When it is shown that perfection is 
not possible in even such a simple thing 
as throwing darts at a target, explain 
that neither can we hope to attain per- 
fection before God. We may hit the 
mark most of the time, but the times we 
miss make us sinners. State that the 
purpose of the target is to help remind 
everyone that God requires perfection 
of us all, and that we fall short of his 
demands. ° Use Romans 3:23, Isaiah 53:6, 
Romans 3:10-12, or other similar verses 
to show that God tells us that we are

28 And there stood up one of them named 
Agabus, and signified by the Spirit that there should be a great 
famine over all *the world: which came to pass in the days 
of Claudius. 29 And the disciples, every man according to his 
ability, determined to send ‘relief unto the brethren that dwelt 
in Judza: 30 which also they did, sending it to the elders by 
the hand of Barnabas and Saul.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


FTER God had, through Peter, 
A opened the door of faith to the 

Gentiles (Acts 15:7) it was 
through Paul that the world-wide proc- 
lamation of the Gospel was started 
through all the adjacent lands, thus con- 
i tinuing a movement that was destined 
to spread to every nation under Heaven. 
Even in apostolic days this was, in meas- 
ure, fulfilled (Col. 1:6, 23). Antioch in 
Syria was the place where the great 
Gentile missionary campaign began. In 
reading the Acts, it is important to 
notice that there are two cities of this 
name and both are prominent in early 
Christian testimony. The other one was 
Antioch in Pisidia, a province farther 
‘ north (see Acts 13). It was in the Syrian 
Antioch that a spontaneous work among 
those outside of the Jewish fold began, 
and thither Barnabas persuaded Saul 
(as he was still called) to go as his 
fellow laborer. The work was a marked 
evidence of the working of the Holy 
Spirit from its inception. Like every 








true divine awakening, the human 
factors paled into insignificance com- 
pared with the manifest power of the 
Spirit of God working in sovereign 
grace, preparing hearts for the truth, and 
so empowering the proclaimers of the 
Gospel that it led to definite repentance 
toward God and faith in our Lord Jesus 
Christ (Acts 20:21). 


The Historical Setting 


The present lesson carries us back to 
the dispersion of the Jerusalem disciples 
following Stephen’s martyrdom, and 
goes on to the end of a year’s ministry 
in Antioch by Barnabas and Saul. This 
covers a period of approximately eight 
years, from A. D. 32 to 40 or 41. 


Verse by Verse 


Acts 11:19.—‘Preaching . . . to none 
but unto the Jews only.” As the scat- 
tered disciples fled from the Jerusalem 
danger zone they carried the glad tid- 
ings everywhere, but proclaimed it only 
to the Jews of the dispersion, who were 
found in large numbers in the adjacent 
countries, notably. in Phoenicia, the 
island of Cyprus, and in Syria, of which 
Antioch was the capital. It was not the 
mind of the Lord that the message 


should still be, as in the days of his 
flesh, confined to the lost sheep of -the 
house of Israel (Matt. 15:24), for he had 
definitely given commandment to carry 
it to every creature (Mark 16:15). It 
was their lack of vision and of faith that 
caused them to preach, at first, to Jews 
only. 


Verse 20.—‘“When they were come to 
Antioch, spake unto the Grecians.” Or- 
dinarily, we are to distinguish between 
Greeks and Grecians in the record of the 
Acts. The term “Greek” (Hellenes) re- 
fers to Gentiles, Greek by origin or 
nationality. The word “Grecians” is 
used as a translation for a different 
word, and méans Hellenists, that is, Jews 
who were born among the Gentiles and 
more or less influenced by their manner 
of life and philosophies. Here the best 
manuscripts give Hellenes. These 
broader-minded Jewish believers of 
Cyprus and Cyrene ventured to carry 
the Gospel directly to the Gentiles in 
the city of Antioch. 


Verse 21—“A great number believed, 
and turned unto the Lord.” When the 
Lord’s command was obeyed, the results 
were far greater than man could have 
It was as though the hearts 
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Lesson for June 1 


of these needy idolaters were as pre- 
pared soil into which the seed of the 
Word fell and brought forth much fruit. 
A manifest work of the Spirit had begun, 
and went on for some time. 


Verse 22.—“The church ... in Jeru- 
salem ... sent forth Barnabas.” When 
the news of the Antioch movement 
reached the “mother church” at Jerusa- 
lem, there was an immediate response. 
At a meeting called to consider this new 
turn of affairs, it was decided to send 
one whom they all trusted, the former 
Levite, Barnabas, to the Syrian capitai 
that he might obtain firsthand informa- 
tion as to what was transpiring there. 


Verse 23.—“When he... had seen the 
grace of God, [he] was glad.” Barnabas 
rejoiced when he found the reports of 
the salvation of the Gentiles confirmed. 
He at ‘once threw himself into the work 
by taking part in the ministry of the 
Word and exhorting these young be- 
lievers “that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord,” thus living 
up -to his name, which means son of 
exhortation, or consolation. 


Verse 24—“A good man, and full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith.” Such is 
the description of Barnabas. He was 
one who so walked with God that his 
testimony counted, for the Spirit of 
God wrought through him and, we are 
told, “much people was added unto the 
Lord.” They were not merely added to 
the local church, but they were joined 
to the Lord (1 Cor. 6:17). This is a 
proof that the body of Christ was al- 
ready formed by the Spirit’s baptism 
before the truth of it was committed 
to parchment in the writings of St. Paul 
(1 Cor, 12:12, 13). 


Verse 25.—Barnabas departed ... to 
seek Saul. He who had introduced Saul 
to the Jerusalem church (Acts 9:27) felt 
instinctively that this was just the suited 
one to carry on the great work of wit- 
nessing to the Gentiles. Doubtless, Saul 
had told him of the commission he had 
received at the time of his conversion 
(Acts 26:16-18), so Barnabas went to 
Tarsus and persuaded Saul te return 
with him to Antioch. 


Verse 26.—“The disciples were called 
Christians first in Antioch.” The num- 
ber of believers in Christ so increased 
that they attracted the attention of the 
populace, who gave them the name that 
has belonged to his followers ever since, 
Christians. This was no doubt divinely 
ordered. 


Verse 27.—Prophets came from Jeru- 
salem unto Antioch. There was definite 
intercommunion between the Jewish 
church in Palestine and this Gentile 
church in Syria. 


Verse 28.—“Agabus . . . signified by 
the Spirit that there should be great 
dearth.” Specially gifted by the Spirit 
of God, this man predicted a great 
famine soon to take place, which would

The young Christians recognized this as 
an opportunity to manifest their unity 
with these older groups of believers by 
contributing to the alleviation of their 
temporal necessities. 

Verse 30.—‘Sent it... by the hands 
of Barnabas and Saul.” Entrusting their 
gifts of love to these two servants of 
Christ, they bade them carry the expres- 
sion of their fellowship to the elders in 
Jerusalem.

The Heart of the Lesson 


The power of the grace of God, work- 
ing in the souls of regenerated men, 
causing them to rise above racial and 
religious prejudices, is very clearly evi- 
denced in the work of God that began 
at Antioch, and spread from there to all 
the world. When grace reigns, legality 
disappears, and with it goes all fleshly 
narrowness and bigotry. Pride of race 
is trampled in the dust and one learns 
to look with love and compassion upon 
all men everywhere as poor needy sin- 
ners, for whose redemption from bond- 
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age and judgment Christ died. He gave 
himself a ransom for all (1 Tim. 2:6), 
and the testimony to this is to be carried 
to the ends of the earth. He who enjoys 
the grace of God himself can never be 
satisfied to let others go on in ignorance 
of that salvation which means so much 
to him. It is not any longer a question 
of the advisability of supporting a mis- 
sionary program or not, but the com- 
pelling power of the love of Christ will 
not permit indifference to that which is 
so dear to his heart. 


Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


The Name Christian. Too much seems 
to be made by some commentators of 
the Antiochian habit of giving nicknames, 
often derisively, to persons and groups, 
and it is frequently taken for granted 
that this accounted for the name Chris- 
tian being applied to the disciples in 
their city. But scholars have pointed 
out that the word “called” is really 
“called oracularly” and has the signifi- 
cance of “divinely called.” It seems evi- 
cent from the use afterward made of the 
name that Christian is God’s own desig- 
nation of his people, a name of which 
none should be ashamed, as it signifies 
our identification with Christ. 


Saul at Tarsus. We know nothing of 
how Saul was occupied at Tarsus, to 
which city he returned from his first 
apparently fruitless visit to Jerusalem 
(Acts 9:28-30). His testimony was not 
primarily for the Jews, much as he loved 
them and longed to help them (Rom. 
9:1-5). God had chosen him to carry 
the Gospel to the Gentiles and undoubt- 
edly in those months of retirement in 
Tarsus, his native city, his path and 
service became clearer, so that he was 
ready, when Barnabas came for him, to 
launch out into his lifework, beginning 
at Antioch. 


Applications and Summaries 


Barnabas was a man not only of true 
piety and deep spirituality, but of great 
humility. He began as a leader, and 
later took second place, recognizing Saul 
as one called of God to a special minis- 
try. 

Note the three things said of Barna- 
bas. He was a genuinely good man. His 
life was transparent. Then he was habit- 
ually full of the Holy Spirit and also 
of faith, He walked in the power of 
an ungrieved Spirit and his confidence 
in God was a dominating feature of his 
life. 


Agabus appears on the scene again in 
Acts 21:10, He was a prophet of the new 
dispensation, specially endowed by the 
Holy Spirit, who divides to every man 
severally as he will. 

The gifts sent by their Gentile breth- 
ren to the Hebrew believers in Judea 
told out, plainer than mere words could, 
how the love of Christ was ruling in 
their hearts.

(Acts 11:21). About the time this writer 
built “El Nidito” and started housekeep- 
ing with Mrs. Ridgway, it was the proper 
form for the young man to go to the 
girl’s father and say, “Mr. Dad, I have 
come to ask the hand of your daughter 
in marriage.” The fellow did not want 
just the hand, but the word “hand” 
meant the whole girl. 

Personally, I might say I did not do 
it that way. My sweetheart’s home 
was right on the Main Street of Coates- 
ville, in the very heart of the town, and 
everybody in the village said, “Bill 
Ridgway is making eight nights a week 
at Moses Rambo’s!” 

We did not get married until we saw 
the way clear, and I was established, 
with fair certainty of a livable income. 

All of this personal reference is to 
call attention to the fact that when the 
hand of God was with the Antioch 
Church it did not mean just a portion 
of God’s influence was there, but his 
whole Godhead with all its power was 
present. 

It is a very comforting and inspiring 
thought to realize that if you are a 
Christian you may have a real sense of 
God’s presence. 

In the city of Philadelphia there is 
an old lady of about the same vintage 
as myself—the last remaining member 
of a large and influential family. Her 
father was president of Philadelphia’s 
largest bank, a director of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, head of the Board of 
City Trusts, and an outstanding man in 
every way. This old lady lives alone 
in a large home packed full of beauti- 
ful things. Every now and then I stop 
to see her. 

One day I said to her, “How would 
you like me to have a little prayer with 
you?” She replied, “I would be pleased.” 

She spends her days in a wheel chair, 
and I stepped over to the chair and took 
her right hand in my left and made this 
little prayer: 

“Dear Father, we two old friends of 
thine, soon to be with thee, are here 
hand in hand. We wish to place our 
free hand up into thy Great Hand. We 
know that thou wilt hold us and keep 
us safely and comfort us and make these 
sunset days of our lives the happiest 
days of all the years. In the touch of 
our hands we pour out our love to thee, 
and we thank thee that we have the 
assurance of thy love to us. Our Father, 
we will proceed on the remaining days 
of our life’s journey: with the sense that 
always we will be hand in hand with 
thee. We pray in the name of our great 
Elder Brother, the Lord Jesus.” 

When I had finished, the old lady said, 
“What a beautiful prayer!” Then she 


continued, “Mr. Ridgway, you have done 


for me more than my minister has ever 
done.”

“There were other women on the 
porch. When I came down the road to 
join Matilda one of the women, not 
knowin’ who Matilda was, said, 

“ ‘Here comes a man with a good face.’ 
She didn’t say, ‘a good-lookin’ face’ — 
he! he! he!—but a good face. I was 
tickled pink! 

“And, say, ever since, I’ve been a try- 
in’ to live up to the reputation of that 
rough and wrinkled old map o’ mine.” 

As for me, I would be proud and 
happy to be a Barnabas, or even “Bar- 
ney” for short! When a man is like 
Barnabas, so full of faith that it spills 
over on his personality, that personality 
is apt to be more potent in attracting 
folks than anything he can say. 

For a long time I have contended that 
our schools, both secular and religious, 
need, and need badly, a chair of Charm. 
A course in charm will take a boy or 
girl farther in the world than any other 
one study. It is charm that attracts and 
holds customers, patients, and helpful 
friends. Dr. Charm’s textbook could 
well be our old “Book of Manners” I have 
told about, and in which we youngsters 
took a course in the little red school- 
house years ago. “Mister, wot time’s 
it?” says the average schoolboy. “Give 
a fella a ride?” Out in front of the 
movie, “Mister, take me in?” 

All of which adds up to this: Get the 
Christlife in the soul and a little instruc- 
tion in the amenities of daily intercourse 
with your fellows (Charm School!) and 
Heaven will be able to put its hallmark 
on you—“A GOOD MAN.” 


A Town and Man’s Glory.—When he 
[Barnabas] had found him [Paul], he 
brought him unto Antioch. And the 
disciples were called Christians first in 
Antioch (v. 26). There is always great 
interest in the events that belong to the 
beginnings of great things. Thousands 
visit Plymouth Rock where “Yankee 
Doodle” began. Thousands visit Inde- 
pendence Hall in Philadelphia where 
“Fourth of July” began. Just now thou- 
sands go to the sand dunes of Kitty 
Hawk, where flying began. 

Plymouth Rock is just an ordinary 
piece of New England granite. Inde- 
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pendence Hall is a modest structure of 
red brick, with white trimmings, housing 
an old cracked bell. These names shall 
last as long as Liberty shall last. 

The name of the city of Antioch will 
be connected with Christian civilization 
not for any great history, but because 
a great movement get its name there. 
It does not always take great things to 
magnify a place. A little dressmaker in 
a modest two and a half story cottage 
sewed some red, white, and blue bunting 
together and made a flag. Her name 
was Betsy Ross. Now a historical char- 
acter. . 

Antioch never dreamed a new name 
“Christian” would exalt her forever. 
With places and with towns, so with 
persons. You may think you’are only a 
“chunk of hard rock,” or a “collection of 
red bricks,” or a “big pile of sand,” but 
who knows what Heaven has in store 
for you when you become one of the 
Antiochers. 

When Henry W. Grady went back 
home to his mother’s knee and recov- 
ered his boyhood faith, then God took 
a locally known Southern editor and 
sent him to New York City to make 
one of America’s greatest orations which 
“loved a great nation into peace.” As 
I write this note his city of Atlanta is 
celebrating the anniversary of his death, 
and in the city’s principal street stands 
his statue. I have told the story in my 
tract, “Back Home to Mother.”

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: A Christian. 


Discussion: By what evidences would 
you be able to know that a fellow is a 
Christian? Name some. 


Objective: A fruit-bearing branch. 











AY, fellows, an Iowa farmer moved 

to Mississippi. He attended a farm- 
er’s institute soon after his arrival, and 
being interested specially in how to get 
a grazing field for his cattle, arose in 
the audience to ask the lecturer how he 
might start a pasture of Bermuda grass. 
The lecturer, who had lived in Missis- 
sippi many years, had a quizzical smile 
on his face as he replied: “Well, brother, 
you ‘just take a sprig of Bermuda out 
into the middle of a ten-acre field, drop 
it, and return at once; it will beat you 
back to the house.” Bermuda grass is 
a rapid spreader; in fact it is a problem 
to stop it, once it gets a hold where it 
is not wanted. Very few other plants 
or grasses are hardy enough to with- 
stand its advance. From each sprig that 
quickly takes root a shoot extends 
twelve or fifteen inches — sometimes 
several feet—and forms a new rooted 
sprig, which in turn sends out other 
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similar shoots in various directions, ever 
repeating the process. And it will do 
this in very poor soil, as well as in 
fertile ground. 

Now that is a fair illustration of 
genuine Christianity, so far as its spread- 
ing nature is concerned. If a Christian 
is not “putting forth a shoot” that will 
take root in the heart and life of an- 
other person, so that the other person, 
too, will become a Christian, then you 
may seriously doubt if he is more than 
just a nominal Christian. It is the very 
nature of Christianity to spread. It can- 
not be kept back. All the devices of 
Satanic power, exercised through human 
malice and opposition, have been em- 
ployed down through the ages to stem 


its advance, but without avail. The 


Church of Jesus Christ marches on, and 
will continue to march on to victory. 

One secret of this marvelous spread is 
the power of the Holy Spirit. Stephen, 
Barnabas, and Paul—as well as the 
apostles and many others in those early 
days of the Church were “filled with 
the Spirit.” They were bound to be 
spreaders of the truth. Your lesson text 
tells you today that Barnabas “was a 
good man, and full of the Holy Ghost 
and of faith: and much people was 
added unto the Lord.” 

Our Lord pictures this truth in a won- 
derful way, as recorded in the 15th chap- 
ter of John. He says, “Abide in me, 
and Iin you. As the branch cannot bear 
fruit of itself, except it abide in the 
vine; no more can ye, except ye abide 
in me. ... He that abideth in me, and 
I in him, the same bringeth forth much 
fruit.” I saw a vine in the garden loaded 
with luscious grapes. I noticed that the 
branch was very still where it was 
joined to the vine, although the fruit 
and the leaves swayed in the breeze. 
One might think he must move about 
very actively and make a noise to be 
known as a useful servant of the Lord; 
but that is not Jesus Christ’s idea. He 
says simply to abide. By the branch 
staying close and constant to the vine, 
the sap from the vine couJd flow freely 
into it— and it had to bear fruit! Don’t 
you bother about when or how or what 
kind of fruit you will bear; you just 
stay close to Jesus Christ. Abide in him, 


‘and the Holy Spirit will bring through 


you the kind of fruit he wants you to 
bear — an abundant harvest !

ANY refugees from Japanese bomb- 

ing in China had sought shelter 
and food on the grounds of a Christian 
school. One morning while the Chinese 
Christians and the American mission- 
aries were busy, moving about at their 
tasks of caring for all the strangers, one 
refugee lady remarked, “I have often 
heard of Christianity, but I never saw 
it walking around before.” Adoniram 
Judson, the first missionary from Amer- 
ica to Burma, was called by the Burmese 
people “Christ’s man.” Has the Lord 
Jesus Christ a boy or a girl in your 
home? in your school? What do we 
usually call such a boy or girl? 

In our recent Sunday school lessons 
we have been referring to those who 
believed in Christ as Christians, but 
Peter and John did not call them that. 
What names did they use in those days? 
When you have found one, write it on 
the blackboard. Ted, look in Acts 5: 
14; Sally, in Acts 6:1, 2, 7; Jerry, in Acts 
8:1, 3; Dolly, in Acts 9:13, 41. All these 
names are good. We must be believers 
first, then disciples (learners or pupils), 
also the church, and saints (holy or good 
people). Are you “living up to” all 
these names? A new church was started 
in a place far to the north of Jerusalem 
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at Antioch. There the believers received 
a new name. Find it in Acts 11:26. 

Show your pupils a picture of your 
local church. Ask if they know how this 
church was started and who the first 
minister was. Tell them the story of its 
founding, or ask certain pupils to secure 
the information from individuals or 
sources that you know to be available, 
and to report next Sunday. It may be 
necessary to distinguish between the 
church as.a building and the Church as 
a group of individuals. 

Locate on the map the new .church 
where the name “Christian” originated. 
Find who started the church there in 
Acts 11:19ff. The members were from 
what two groups of people? Who was 
sent to be a kind of evangelist, home 
missionary, or minister? What kind of 
man was he? See also Acts 4:36, 37. 
We always call him by the name which 
means he was a helper, a comfort. Does 
Mother call you that sometimes—a 
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mountain region.

How Do You Prepare Your LESSON? 


HIS month let us do a little thinking 

about lesson preparation. I wonder 
how many of you are almost helpless 
when you see the lesson topic. For ex- 
ample, today’s topic, Broadening Chris- 
tian Horizons: The Antioch Movement. 
What could Primary children get out of 
such a topic? It sounds formidable, I'll 
admit, but let me give you my very first 
rule for lesson preparation—read the 
lesson at least ten times! And I mean 
careful, prayerful reading, asking God 


for the enlightening of your mind by. 


the Holy Spirit. By the time you have 
done this, you have discovered that the 
lesson is really quite simple: it is the 
story of the church at Antioch. You can 
tell this story to your smallest child. 
Quite unknown to them, you can also 
give them the story of the Broadening 
Christian Horizon ! 

You can look back over the previous 
lessons and see how the church was 
first at Jerusalem, and then persecution 
drove the Christians out of Jerusalem, 
and everywhere they went, they 
preached Christ, and so little churches 
sprang up wherever the Gospel was 
preached. We have the story of some 
of these early churches, and they read 
remarkably alike in one thing: great 
things were wrought through the power 
of the Holy Spirit. In this church at 
Antioch we meet a man who is one of 
the great men of the New Testament, 
though we seldom hear him spoken of, 
and that is Barnabas. He came from 
Jerusalem to help in the Antioch church. 
We first hear of him selling his land 
and bringing the money to the apostles 
in Jerusalem. His home country was 
Cyprus. The Word tells us he was a 
good man and filled with the Holy Spirit 
and with faith. He and Saul (or Paul) 
taught in the church at Antioch for two 
years. 

After you have the lesson in mind, 
find your main teaching point. The story 
of the early Church in the various towns 
is very similar, but there is one reason 
why the children should remember the 
church at Antioch,—the believers were 
given a new name there. The disciples 
were called “Christians” first at Antioch. 
Make this your outstanding teaching 
point. 

Why were they called Christians? 
Because they followed and believed in 
Christ, C-H-R-I-S-T—I-A-N-S. They 
were so different from the rest of the 
world that everybody recognized the 
fact that they were a new kind of peo- 
ple. 


What about you? Do people know you 
are a Christian wherever you go? If 
not, there is something wrong with your 
life. I know it is very old-fashioned to 
be different in these days. We must 


wear the same kind of clothes; we wear 
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hats that are dictated by the style ex- 
perts; and we even build our houses 
according to the new ideas. But we 
Christians must be different from the 
world. 

Children usually resemble their par- 
ents. We look at little John and know 
at once that he is the son of Big John 
because he looks so much like him. The 
world should be able to look at us and 
know that we are children of our 
Heavenly Father because we have the 
same family traits. Christ told the Phari- 
sees that they were doing the works of 
their father the Devil. Surely there 
should be a difference between the life 
of a child of God and that of a child 
of the Devil. 

Whose child are you? If you have ac- 
cepted Christ as your Saviour, you are 
God’s child:” Have you done this? 

Make some little paper cut-out 
churches and put them on your Scrip- 
turegraph board. Label them Jerusa- 
lem, Samaria, Antioch, Corinth, Ephesus, 
and so on. Put a tag on Antioch, be- 
cause the disciples were first called 
Christians here.

What is “Christianity”? Captain Reg- 
inald Wallis called it: “CHRIST-IN- 
YOU-ITY”2 (Col. 1:27). 

Those in Antioch who attracted suffi- 
cient attention ta warrant the name of 
“Christian” were Spirit-filled disciples. 
Even unbelievers could see that they 
were Christ-possessed. Would our neigh- 
bors be able to tell from our lives that 
we are Christ-possessed? 

What made the disciples in Antioch 
appear different from other folk? In the 
first place, they were “not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ,” but were sure that 
it was “the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth,” and they 
talked about it as though they knew 
it to be true. They were so convincing 
and enthusiastic that others believed. 
If we would turn folks to the Lord, we, 
too, must be convincing and enthusiastic. 
The message of the Saviour must come 
from the depth of our hearts before it 
ean sink deeply into other hearts. 

How may we fashion our Christian 
activity after the pattern of the Antioch 
disciples? 

1. Advertise Christian victories (v. 
22). 

2. Reveal the “grace of God.” Let 
others know how wonderful he is, and 
what he is doing for you (v. 23). 

3. Lovingly urge young Christians to 
“cleave unto the Lord” (v. 23). 

4. Gain instruction from teachers who 
are “full of the Holy Ghost and of faith” 
(vs. 24, 25). 

5. Assemble with the church and 
Christian friends (v. 26). 

6. Be vicariously concerned about the 
“great dearth throughout all the world” 
(v. 28). 

7. “Send relief” to those whose bless- 
ings have been fewer than your own (v. 
29).

all sinners. Then Romans 6:23 can show 
the penalty for sin, and the gift of God 
through Jesus Christ. 

Further verses to show how Christ 
becomes our perfection (hits the target 
for us) can be found in John 3:16, Psalm 
103: 12, 1 John 2:2, and many others. The 
conclusion should be, “We all miss the 
target God has set for us, and thus we 
become sinners, but God forgives us 
when we take Christ as our Saviour.” 

The person who teaches this object 
lesson should remember that the reason 
we teach that all are sinners and need 
a Saviour is so that we may also teach 
that Christ came to save sinners. Both 
lessons come from God’s Word. Simple 
statements of this fact, backed up by 
Bible verses, are all that a teacher can 
do,—and believe that God will keep 
his promise in Isaiah 55:11. God does 
not fail.

N A series of five topics we are to 

think about some of the great leaders 
in the early Christian Church. ‘The 
general topic suggested for this series 
speaks of them as “torchbearers.” 

This week our topic concerns Peter, 
whose other name was Simon (or 
Simeon) bar Jona, or Simon the son 
of John. 

4 

His call.—Our first glimpse of Peter 
is found in John 1:40-42. We learn that 
he was brought to Christ by his brother 
Andrew. At this time Peter was prob- 
ably a disciple of John the Baptist. 
Later (Matt. 4:18-20) Peter was called 
to full-time service as a disciple of 
Christ. 

The name that the Lord Jesus gave to 
Peter on his first encounter with him 
is the one by which he is best known 
to the Christian world. Peter means 
literally a “rock.” Not until after the 
Lord’s resurrection did Peter’s rock-like 
characteristics appear to the human eye. 


we 

His confession.—Peter had been with 
the Lord Jesus about a year and a half 
when he boldly and unhesitatingly made 
his great confession that the Lord Jesus 
was “the Christ, the Son of the living 
God” (Matt. 16:13-20). This, as the 
Lord Jesus tells us, was not due to any 
peculiar discernment on Peter’s part, 
but to a revelation which the Father had 
given Peter, indicating the working of 
the Holy Spirit in Peter’s heart. 

4 

His impetuousness.—The record of 
Peter’s discipleship up to Pentecost 
gives many instances of his impulsive, 
hotheaded, unthinking rashness. One of 
these is seen in the account of the trans- 
figuration of the Lord Jesus when Peter 
immediately wanted to build booths for 
the .Lord and for Moses and for Elias, so 
that they all might remain on the mount 
(Matt. 17:4, 5). Again we see his im- 
petuosity in his vehement claims that 
he would follow the Lord Jesus and lay 
down his life for him (John 13:36-38), 
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and that although all the others might 
desert him he never would do so (Matt. 
26:33, 35). 

On another occasion, you will remem- 
ber, Peter seized his sword and cut off 
the ear of one of the high priest’s serv- 
ants, when he thought the Lord Jesus 
was in danger (John 18:10). Peter lost 
none of his ardor and fire at Pentecost, 
but under the control of the Holy Spirit 
it was directed to a zeal for Christ that 
was second to none of his disciples. 

3 

His cowardice.—Peter’s denial of his 
Lord (Matt. 26:69-75; Mark 14:66-72; 
Luke 22:55-62; John 18:15-18, 25-27) is 
the blackest page in the record of Peter’s 
life. It shows us to what depths mére 
impulsiveness can sink. But across this 
page is also a dazzling stab of light in 
the record of Peter’s brokenhearted re- 
pentance that culminated in a special 
message from the angel on resurrection 
morning, “Go .. . tell his disciples and 
Peter” (Mark 16:7). 

4 

His commission.—Three times Peter 
had denied his Lord and three times the 
Lord gave Peter the special commission, 
“Feed my lambs”; “Feed my sheep”; 
“Feed my sheep” (John 21:15-17). It 
was conditioned on Peter’s love for his 
Lord, which never more was held in 
question.

His courage.—That Peter had courage 
before Pentecost cannot be denied, but 
it was a rash, unthinking courage. After 
Pentecost there was a new courage born 
of the Holy Spirit that caused Peter to 
stand fearlessly before the great crowd 
that had gathered to see what strange 
thing was taking place (Acts 2:6-14); 
before the Sanhedrin to give a bold and 
Spirit-filled indictment of those guilty 
leaders of the people for the death of 
the Lord Jesus (Acts 4:8-12); and on 
several occasions before the council of 
believers in Jerusalem to witness to the 
working of the Holy Spirit in the hearts 
of Gentiles as well as Jews (Acts 11:1- 
18; 15:7-11).

His counsel.—It is generally believed 
that Luke in writing his Gospel and the 
Book of Acts drew largely from his as- 
sociation with Peter and Peter’s knowl- 
edge of the events described. But the 
Holy Spirit has preserved for us two of 
Peter’s own letters, so that we might 
have his gracious words of comfort and 
encouragement, especially comfort for 
those who in this life are called to suffer 
for the Lord Jesus’ sake. ~ 

Perhaps no character in God’s Word 
brings us more contrast than does that 
of Peter. But it may also be said that 
no character shows more clearly the tri- 
umph of the grace of the Lord Jesus in 
the human heart, or a more fervid love 
for his Lord and Master than we see in 
Peter.

How He Overcame His Fear

HE stocky man plopped himself into 

the chair at his wide desk, pulled 
a piece of correspondence paper before 
him, and on it copied the date, Decem- 
ber 28, 1908, from his calendar. He ad- 
dressed the letter to Sidney Brooks, 
London. With wide, forceful strokes 
he penned the body of his letter.1 

“Our position in regard to the Latin- 
American Republics is infinitely better 
than ever, and so, I may add, is the 
case with Japan, thanks to our demon- 
strating that we desire to act with fair- 
ness and courtesy and entire good faith, 
and that —” 

Here his pen lagged while his racing 
thoughts dwelt on the next words. Those 
words to come carried him back almost 
to the beginning of his life; back to be- 
ing six. 

One Saturday morning, while playing 
in Madison Square in New York City, 
the boy crossed to the east side of the 
Square and peered in through the 
opened doors of the Presbyterian 
Church. The sexton was giving the 
church its customary Saturday airing. 
He watched the lad and, noticing that 
he was particularly intent upon staring 
inside, the kindly sexton approached 
him. “Would you like to step inside?” 

“No, thank you,” replied the timid one. 

“It’s quite all right to come inside,” 
returned the sexton, 

The boy looked longingly within, but 
with finality said, “No, thank you, I'd 
rather not.” 

The boy left the sexton and wandered 
back to Twentieth Street. The whole 
week long he thought about being too 
frightened to walk inside the dark 
church. Even at morning prayers, 
allowed to sit closest to his father, his 
timidity worried him. Finally he re- 


-solved that on the very next Saturday 


he would go to Madison Square and 
very boldly walk straight down the cen- 
ter aisle to the pulpit. 

Saturday came too quickly and it was 
a dismal, cloudy day. He hoped the 
weather would keep him indoors, thus 
offering an excuse. However, it wasn’t 
too threatening, for his mother sent him 
out to play. 

The three blocks to Madison Square 
took the boy to the opened doors of the

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church. He went, without hesitating, 
across the threshold as though walking 
into the jaws of a dragon. When he 
reached the vestibule his heart was 
choking him and his breath came in 
gasps. With a desire for air he turned 
from the dark building into the gloomy 
day. Yes, breath was sweet. The out- 
of-doors was best. 

For another long week the boy was 
tortured with the fact that fear had a 
great hold upon him. Silently, at 
prayers with his father in the morning 
and at his mother’s knee in the eve- 
nings, he prayed for strength. 

The next Saturday morning, as he 
walked toward the Presbyterian Church 
once more, a branch lay in his path. 
He picked it up, and stripped it of its 
‘ jeaves. At: the’ church door he was still 

clinging to the branch, but somehow, 

he felt more brave holding on to it. 

Discovering that it was a good thing to 

carry, the boy crept softly and cau- 

tiously all the way to the pulpit and 
then back into the sunshine again. 
This time he ran home, for he was 
victorious. His mother questioned him 
as to his activities for the day, for some- 
one had seen him come out of the Pres- 
byterian Church carrying a stick. 
He explained to his mother, “I was 
afraid Zeal would jump out at me.” 
‘ “Who do you think Zeal is, Son?” 

“Oh, like a big alligator or a dragon. 
When I went to church with Uncle Rob- 
ert the minister read about it from the 
Bible.” 

The woman led her son into the seclu- 
sion of the seldom-used front parlor. 
Side by side, they sat on the haircloth 
sofa and it scratched his legs. She read 
to the boy from the Bible until they 
finally came to the passage in Psalms: 
“For the zeal of thine house hath eaten 
me up.” 

The experience of that conquest of 
his fear remained before him to. take 
him through boyhood and on into man- 
hood. This returned the dreamer to the 
present, Then the energetic man pushed 
his pen along and finished his letter.

overthrow of the desolator, the everlast- 
ing righteousness will be brought in. 
This marvelous term of years was to 
begin with a command to restore and 
build Jerusalem, and after 483 years 
would come the Messiah. He would be 
“cut off, but not for himself.” So it is 
predicted also by Isaiah: “He was cut 
off out of the land of the living: for 
the transgression of my people was he 
stricken” (53:8). 
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After Messiah’s “cutting off” the city 
and the sanctuary would be destroyed 
by “the people of the prince that shall 
come.” In A. D. 70 this prediction was 
plainly fulfilled. The national life of 
Judah then ended, and a long inter- 
regnhum followed. The course of the 
seventy years was interrupted, and the 
interruption has lasted now for some 
two thousand years. The final week of 
the seventy has yet to begin. That last 


septennium will see the ¢oncluding. 


events of this present age. It will see 
the Jews in numbers restored in ap- 
parent safety in Palestine; it will see 
the practice of the Jewish religion re- 
sumed and afterwards assailed. It will 
see a three and a half years’ crisis in 
Palestine and in the world at large. It 
will see the last battle of the last war 
—and then the septennium will end 
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with the reappearing of the Messiah to 
be Prince indeed. 

The incipient return of the Jews to 
Palestine, dating from the last war, sug- 
gests that this last momentous week of 
the seventy weeks may be not far dis- 
tam... . 

The great prophet, as he stood by the 
riverside, saw “a certain man” (Dan. 
10:5) of wonderful appearance who an- 
swered his long prayer and fasting by 
that disclosure of future history, given 
in the eleventh chapter of the prophecy, 
whose accuracy has excited the fiercest 
attack of the skeptical critics. Yet, their 
very criticism is an involuntary vindi- 
cation of the prophet. One critic writes, 
for example: “The contents of Daniel’s 
eleventh chapter show that the writer 
had a very close and exact knowledge of 
the events in the third and second cen-

turies B. C. ... The review of history 
leads up to the appearance of Antiochus 
Epiphanes . . . who is, of eourse, the 
little horn of chapter eight. . . . The 
record of Antiochus is traced with mi- 
nute fidelity up to his return to Egypt, 
and then it lapses jnto vagueness and 
inaccuracy.” Here the critic stumbles 
because he does not understand that 
Daniel, having truly told the story of 
Antiochus, then leaves him behind, and 
goes on to foretell the being and doing 
of another more important person of 
later, and even now, still future date. 

The critic then pens these highly con- 
testable words: “That a prophet could, 
in the age of Cyrus, have foretold events 
which were to happen nearly 400 years 
later, few would be prepared to deny 
{that at least is a valuable admission !]; 
but such a prophet would stand alone 
in the Old Testament.” The Lord Jesus 
Christ did not think thus, for he affirmed 
that all things foretold of him, not only 
by Daniel but by the Law, the Psalms, 
and all the Prophets, were true, and 
would be fulfilled to the uttermost. 
What would the apostles, who based 
their Christian Gospel upon the Old 
Testament prophecy and its fulfillment, 
have said of the idea that the Old Tes- 
tament is devoid of prophecies of far- 
distant events? 

The same critic works through the 
history in Daniel’s chapter elever He 
recognizes in turn Alexander the Great, 
Ptolemy I of Egypt, Seleucus I, Ptolemy 
II, who gave his daughter, the unhappy 
Berenice, in marriage to Antiochus II, 
and the family tragedies that ensued, 
the brotherly vengeance of Ptolemy — on 
and on until in verse 17 the Romans are 
seen protecting Ptolemy and forcing 
Antiochus to deal with him. Then ap- 
pears Cleopatra, upon whom the Bible, as 
well as Shakespeare and the secular his- 
tories, throws its searchlight. Antiochus 
the great and infamous now comes on 
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the scene, and verse by verse his doings 
are told, explains the critic, and then the 
clew is lost, and he thinks that Daniel’s 
record has now gone astray. The critic 
halts, therefore, and declares: “Hitherto 
the vision has agreed with history: from 
this point it no longer does so. The 
obvious inference is that the writer is 
now dealing with the future and not the 
past.” The truth is that the prophet 
has turned from the subject of Antiochus 
to that of his future prototype, due to 
arise at the latter end of the age. 

As another critic has admitted, Dan- 
iel’s “prophetic sketch of the second and 
third centuries is remarkably correct,” 
but he, like many others, insists that 
the book was composed as an encourage- 
ment to the Maccabeans in their time 
of stress and trial. This critic, too, errs 
by saying, “Daniel foretells the death of 
Antiochus, but he is quite wrong about 
the place and circumstances. The 
prophet supposes that Antiochus will die 
in Palestine, somewhere between the 
Mediterranean and Zion. -As a matter 
of fact, he died at Tabae, in Persia.” 
Actually the prophet looked beyond the 
day of Antiochus to the death of an- 
other. He looked onward to the final 
crisis of his age, centering in Palestine, 
but spreading world-wide — onward to 
the divine reordering of the world and 
the opening of the new volume of its 
history, whose title and coritent will be 
“The Return and Reign of Christ.”
